The appeal brief filed on August 15, 2003 is defective because it does not meet 
the requirement of a statement that claims do not stand or fall together and provides 
reasons as set forth in 37 CFR 1.192(c)(7) and (c)(8). 

Appellant does state that the claims do not stand or fall together, and that claims 
1, 6, 12, 20, 26, 34 and 35 each independently define elements patentable over the 
cited art. However, appellant then states that claims 1 and 20 and also claims 6 and 26 
stand together. These statements are confusing because they appear to be in 
contradiction. Further, while appellant has stated that claims stand together, the 
requirement to provide reasons why claims do not stand or fall together has not been 
provided. 

To avoid dismissal of the appeal, appellant must submit the necessary additional 
copies of the appeal brief within the longest of any of the following TIME PERIODS: (1 ) 
ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing of this 
communication; (2) within the time period for reply to the action from which appeal has 
been taken; or, (3) within two months from the date of the notice of appeal under 37 
CFR 1 .
